Insane Asylum, was on the stand Cor a 
long time, describing 
Iho different 


kinds of mental derangement. 
He 


pronounced that Smith's malady is 
that known as paranoia. Tho victim 
cf this disease is oC u very suspicious 
nature, and this is aggravated when 
drinking is indulged in. 
Smith was 


under the influence of liquor when 
he shot "Wirslng. 


Dr. Hutchinson 
examined 
Smith 


and stated that there was not the | 
slightest doubt in his mind as to his 
condition. 
Other physicians corrob- 


orated this testimony. It Is doubtful 
if the case will be finished before late 
this evening. 


Samuel Klein of the firm of Smith 


& Klein of Youngstown, O., was found 
guilty of selling liquor wltliout a H- 
' cense, but was recommended to the 
court's mercy. Klein was prosecuted 
by Constable" Adam Brown of Ever- 
son.
